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Won't Dump Agnew, 
-resident Hints - 


WASHINGTON (A P ) - 

Hinting broadly he will seek 
reelection with Spiro T. Ag- 
new as his running mate. 
President Nixon has given 
Americans a glimpse at a 
campaign-year platform built 
on his moves for peace 
abroad and a healthier econo- 
my at home. 

In an hour-long nationally 
televised interview last night, 
Nixon said he will announce 
by Jan. 14 his decision on 
running for another term, and 
added he sees no reason at 
present to “break up a win- 
ning" combination” by dump- 
ling -Vice President Agnew. 

AFTER disclosing he;* will 
make his re-election plans 
known by Jan. 14— in time for 
the New Hampshire primary 
—Nixon added: “Whatever 

my decision ... I will engage 
in no public partisan activities 
until after the Republican con- 
tention. The problems of the 
presidency ... are so great 
that it will not be possible to 
take time off for partisan poli- 
tics.” 

But later in the interview 
Nixon sketched a peace-and- 
prosperity platform he is like- 
ly to use in his expected re- 
election bid. 

When Rather noted that 
polls show half of those inter- 
viewed say Nixon fails to in^ 
spire confidence and lacks 
personal warmth, the Presi- 
dent said: “My strong point is 
not rhetoric, it isn’t showman- I 


ship, it isn’t big promises— 
those things that create the 
glamor and excitement that 
people call charisma and 
w 7 armth. 

“My strong point ... is per- 
formance. I always do more 
than I say. I always produce 
more than I promise.” 

Before the November elec- 
tion, Nixon said, “our goal is 
to end American involvement ! 
in Vietnam .-. . ”
